A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, February 27 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman pro tem Loretta Schaefer. Also 
present were Selectman Jonathan "Jody" Dickerson, Town 
Administrator Julie Enroth- Whitlock, and Secretary 
Helene Craver. Selectman Albert Winters was not present 
for the meeting. 

After signing the treasury and payroll warrants 
for the week, the board unanimously approved the 
transfer of a liquor license from the former Jimmy's 
Variety to CMJ Enterprises. The board also cited receipt of 
a memo from Police Chief Lincoln Miller that the 
department has been awarded a $3,612 grant from the 
state for training purposes.

testing," Ms. Enroth-Whitlock said. "Sprint evidently 
didn't notify us, either.

Mr. Huntoon also noted that 
the Planning Board is interviewing a part-time candidate 
for the position of Town Planner to work 20 hours per 
week. 

After signing and approving payment of an

Chief William Przybylek at 7:05 pm. 

The first order of business with the Police Chief 
was held in Executive Session to discuss a personnel 
matter. Returning to Open Session, the board 
unanimously appointed John F. Barnes of Springvale, 
Maine as a Patrol Officer, effective March 12, 2001. Mr. 
Barnes is a Rochester native who will be returning home 
after serving with the Town of Sanford, Maine Police 
Department for the past nine years. According to 
Rochester Police Chief William Przybylek, Mr. Barnes still 
has family living in the area and wished to return to be 
closer to them. The chief indicated that he expected Mr. 
Barnes' return to be accomplished smoothly over the next 
few weeks and hoped to have the new officer fully 
oriented into the department and working independently 
by April. 

Aside from some temporary service as a 
Detective, Mr. Barnes served as a Patrol Officer during 
most of his time with the Sanford Police Department.

While in Sanford, he graduated from the Maine Criminal 
Justice Academy and received additional special training 
as a Hostage /Crisis Negotiator, Certified Diver, Juvenile 
Officer and Community Policing Officer. 

In thanking the Board of Selectmen for their 
support in appointing Mr. Barnes, Chief Przybylek said 
that the department was pleased to have located an 
applicant with Mr. Barnes' qualifications. He added that 
Mr. Barnes will be a valuable addition to the department's 
staff because of his significant experience and training. 

Chief Przybylek then met jointly with the Finance 
Committee (FinCom) and Selectmen to discuss his budget 
proposal for Fiscal Year 2002. FinCom Chairman Michael 
Costa had some questions and concerns about several 
significant increases over the current year's budget, 
especially in the area of salaries /wages to hire two 
additional officers, benefits to those officers, and expenses 
for the purchase of two replacement cruisers annually as 
opposed to the town's previous rate of one or less each 
year. 

Mr. Costa noted that the department's current 
budget for salaries/ wages is $360,000 and the chief is 
requesting $455,000 for FY2002; benefits set at $45,000 this 
year would hike to $85,000 next year; and overall 
expenses would jump from $68,000 to $103,000 in FY2002. 
With several other departments already poised to make 
similar significant budget hikes — including an 
anticipated 10 percent increase in the Memorial School

budget — he is concerned about meeting everyone's 
expectations and balancing those with anticipated 
revenue. 

"I think the chief has done a good job with 
bringing his needs forward," Chairman Parker said. "But 
I'm sure he realizes there are cost constraints. We need 
input from both the FinCom and Police Chief in order to 
determine our immediate needs." 

"Using the experience I've had over a number of 
years, my main goal was to develop a reasonable five- 
year plan to minimize the yearly budget impact," Chief 
Przybylek said. "Aside from personnel, police vehicles are 
our most important resource. My main thrust was to 
move to the replacement of two vehicles per year as 
opposed to one to minimize the mileage and wear and 
tear on the cruisers." 

Chief Przybylek also noted that the department 
has been relying heavily upon overtime hours to cover 
shifts, which becomes a safety issue in putting patrol 
officers on duty who are sometimes fatigued — an issue 
which could impact their performance. "At times we've 
had one lone officer patrolling the Town of Rochester," 
Chief Przybylek said. "I think for safety standards and 
best delivery of services, we need to have a minimum of 
two officers on duty at all times. It's really unconscionable 
to have a lone officer on in any community, regardless of 
size." 

To that end, Chief Przybylek's budget proposal 
would staff a thirteen-member department — twelve

officers plus himself — adding two additional positions to 
the current ten. This would bring Rochester in line with 
other neighboring communities like Marion, which 
supports a fourteen-member Police Department with a 
minimum of two officers on duty at all times. 

"I realize some of these increases may seem 
significant, but it's my role to make sure we're able to run 
a dependable and efficient police department," Chief 
Przybylek said. "I'm comfortable with submitting (this 
budget proposal) to you, especially when compared to 
our neighboring communities." 

Although the board wasn't prepared to 
immediately render a decision on the Police Department 
budget, they had some reservations about a significant

budget increase within the current budget cycle. "My 
feeling would be there had to be some phasing-in," 
Selectman Ryan said. "I don't think the town could afford 
all three new positions immediately. There are ways of 
staggering it so we're not being hit with $120,000 in one 
year." 

When asked by FinCom member Michael Bare if 
the board is "changing its philosophy" with regard to 
Police Department staffing, Selectman Ryan noted this 
really wasn't a new concept. "Back when we first 
approved the COPS grant (to fund additional officers), we 
were looking at a minimum of nine officers on duty," she 
said. "So it's not a totally new idea ... for two years we've 
been down one person, and for the past year we've been 
down two people. We had the money in the budget, but 
we didn't have the bodies." 

"This is not going to happen in a quantum leap," 
agreed Chairman Parker. "But I think we all realize that 
we need to have two (officers) on at all times." 

Selectman Cutler asked the chief to prepare a 
more detailed analysis of the department's staffing needs 
with scenarios for a ten- and twelve-member roster. The 
board and FinCom agreed they'd be meeting by the end 
of March to make their final recommendations on the 
FY2002 budget requests. 

Chief Przybylek also suggested that the 
department needs some type of clerical support to assist 
with filing paperwork and updating the Police 
Department's policies and procedures. "I've never known 
a Police Department with an absence of a clerical support 
staff," Chief Przybylek said. "I'm hoping we can get a 
part-time, 20-hour-per-week secretary position which 
would greatly assist us ... and eventually develop into a 
full-time position."

Mr. Laboa noted that the Park Commission voted 
to sign and approve the agreement at their last meeting 
and they were coming before the Board of Selectmen 
strictly as a courtesy to inform them. Although the board 
had no objections, Selectman Ryan did express some 
concern over the liability issues at the ballfield. But David 
Sylvia of RYB assured the board that they carry their own 
liability insurance for any events they sponsor. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Unanimously voted to reserve space on the 
upcoming Annual Town Meeting warrant for an article 
which would establish a fund to assess a percentage of tax 
money for a Land Preservation Fund, similar to the one 
proposed by the state, but one that would be controlled 
wholly by the town. "We have no reason to participate in 
the (state's) Land Preservation Act," Selectman Cutler 
said. "This would basically cost Rochester residents the 
same without having to go through all the nonsense with 
the state. I'd like to at least reserve space on the warrant 
for this article." 

• Agreed to leave the "No Parking" signs along 
Mary's Pond Road in the vicinity of Mary's Pond in place 
for at least another year, despite Police Chief Przybylek's 
suggestion that they be removed. "I'd prefer leaving them 
(in place) for one more year," Selectman Ryan said. "I just 
think it's too soon to remove the signs." 

• Unanimously granted permission to Rochester 
Youth Baseball to hold their annual parade on April 14, 
2001 beginning at 9:00 am from Gifford Memorial Park, 
and requesting assistance from the Rochester Police 
Department in controlling traffic during the event. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:50 pm.

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before I'd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain "bird ori- 
ented" and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

Monkey

Monkeybone. Starring Brendan Fraser and Bridget Fonda. 
Directed by Henry Selick. Running time: 87 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

When a movie teeming with imaginative visuals and ideas 
goes bad, it goes painfully bad. You see all the backbreaking work 
that went into each frame, the months of design and craftsmanship, 
and it all literally hurts to watch. It hurts, too, when you have to 
point out that all the sound and fury signify nothing. So it is with 
Monkeybone, a crass and frantic comedy-fantasy pitched 
alternately, I think, at ten-year-olds or stoned college students. It 
is the very definition of a February movie, a dud too weak to 
survive any other time of year (and probably in February, too). 

It's not as though Monkeybone lacked talent across the board. 
In front of the camera, you have professional madcaps like 
Brendan Fraser and Bridget Fonda, both attractive actors unafraid 
of silliness; a bleached-blonde Dave Foley (Kids in the Hall, 
NewsRadio); Chris Kattan, whose purely physical comedy, 
unaugmented by special effects, is the best thing in the movie; 
Giancarlo Esposito and Rose McGowan (the latter in a fetching 
cat costume) as denizens of a psychological netherworld; and 
Whoopi Goldberg as Death, seeming like the center square in a 
Dali-esque version of Hollywood Squares. 

Behind the camera, more promisingly, we have the stop- 
motion animator Henry Selick, who breathed life into the creations 
of Tim Burton and Roald Dahl in Nightmare Before Christmas and 
James and the Giant Peach. Working to a greater extent with live 
action for the first time, Selick and his army of designers cram a 
prodigious volume of beasts and tortured architecture into every 
possible frame. The result should be a dark-fantasy joyride to 
bring tears of envy to Terry Gilliam's eyes, a shoot-the-works 
lollapalooza of dream logic. 

It's a lollapalooza, all right. Elbowing all the flashy visuals 
out of the way, we find a rather sorry plot. Cartoonist Stu Miley 
(Fraser) is on the eve of uneasy success: his creation 
"Monkeybone," a sort of Spike & Mike expression of his repressed 
id, has won a spot on the Comedy Channel's schedule. Just as he's 
about to pop the question to his girlfriend Julie (Fonda), Stu is 
knocked into a coma. His coma-induced inner life looks like a 
cross between the busy otherworlds of Beetlejuice and Cool World, 




and there he meets his creation and nemesis Monkeybone (voice 
by John Turturro), who wants to take over Stu's body before Stu's 
sister (Megan Mullaly of Will & Grace) pulls the plug on him. Are 
you laughing yet? 

Monkeybone establishes a sophomoric tone early on (in an 
admittedly amusing toon equating Monkeybone to Stu's libido) 
and never transcends it. By the time the bogus Stu (with 
Monkeybone controlling his body, while the real Stu stews in 
limbo) is playing with farting Monkeybone dolls and hatching a 
diabolical plan around them, you've given up on the movie, 
unless you're ten years old or stoned, or both. The comedy feels 
increasingly thin and labored; the actors, particularly poor Brendan 
Fraser, flail around sweating for big laughs, winning polite 
chuckles at best, like conscientious Saturday Night Live guesthosts 
trapped in an especially lame sketch. Only Chris Kattan, as a re- 
animated gymnast with a broken neck, scores with his 
aforementioned physical inventiveness, but it's too little, too late. 

It's obvious from this movie (and from the shabby live-action 
framing sequences of James and the Giant Peach) that Henry Selick 
doesn't do people; he functions best in a tiny stop-motion world 
powered by the imagination of people who think with their eyes 
or indulge their wit, like Burton and Dahl. (The script here is 
credited to Sam Hamm, adapting the comic book Dark Town by 
Kaja Blackley; I haven't read it, but I hope it's better than this.) 
Monkeybone shows a lot of talented people busting a gut to zap a 
very dead Frankenstein's monster into life. The scattered nice 
touches (I liked the nightmare prison inhabited by such people as 
Jack the Ripper, Edgar Allan Poe, and Stephen King) only make 
you cringe all the more at the first-grade-level stuff about 
Monkeybone dolls that emit noxious gas when you pull their 
thumbs out of their butts. The movie does likewise.

Prescriptions for Veterans 

As Massachusetts Veterans' population ages, they 
have an ever-growing need to pay out greater amounts of 
money for costly prescription drugs. The Massachusetts 
Department of Veterans Services has informed the 
Commonwealth's veteran population that prescription 
drugs are now available through the VA for only $2 for a 
30-day supply or at no charge if the veteran cannot afford 
to pay. In addition to providing state benefits to veterans, 
the Department's responsibility is to inform veterans 
about available benefits either from the state or federal 
governments and to assist in obtaining them. 

According to Commissioner of Veterans Services, 
Tom Kelley: "We want every Massachusetts veteran to 
know there is a new program making available low-cost 
prescription drugs to eligible veterans now available from 
the Veterans Administration — regardless of a veteran's 
economic circumstance or if the need is service-connected. 
Every city and town in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts has a Veterans Service Officer who is 
available to guide local veterans in obtaining a 30-day

Veterans do not have to have a service-connected 
disability to take advantage of this new program. Veterans 
with a discharge other than dishonorable are eligible to 
enroll in the VA Healthcare System and to see a VA doctor 
to verify the need for a current prescription or 
prescriptions. There is a minimal charge for the visit to the 
VA doctor, usually covered by the veterans' own medical 
insurance plan.

Once you have signed 
such a listing contract, you 
must realize that you are 
bound by it for the length 
of the listing agreement.

whim during this period, sell 
it yourself or have another 
agent sell it without paying 
the agreed commission. If 
you decide to take it off the 
market entirely, the listing 
agency will be well within its 
rights to insist that you agree 
that if the property is sold 
during the original listing pe- 
riod, that you honor the 
agreed upon commission.
